SOLDIERS. 


FINAL MEETING OF SUBSCRIBERS, 
"The final meeting of the suvscribers. w the 
Dundrum Ward, Mercer's Liospitai, for wounded 
soldiers was held in the Parochial Mail, Dundrum, 
yesterday, the ward haying been closed by order of 
the War Office. 
Sir Algernon Coote, H.M.L., who presided, said 
that -the Committee had done magnificent and 
work for the soldiers of their King, and, 

while their work in connection with the Dundrum 


dépot in connection with missionary societies 
would be established in Kildare sirect, and if those 
who had worked so well for the Dundrum Ward 
would give their help to this dépót it would be a 
great thing for it, 

The fourth, and final, report of work done in the 
Dundrum Ward, Mercer's Hospital, stated that since 
the ward was opened for wounded soldiers in Feb- 
ruary, 1915, until it was closed by order of the 
War Office in Match of this year, over 500 soldiers 
were treated by Mr. Maunsell and  Lievtenant- 
Colonel de Courcy Wheeler, and all the patients, 
except two, were restored to health. The Com- 
mittee had patients from Canada and New Zea- 
land, as well as their own British soldiers. The 
civilian poor of Dublin ‘would also receive benefit 
from the work, as everything in the ward had been 
given over to the hospital for the use of the other 
patients. At the inning of the work in connec- 
tien with the ward it was arranged with the 
governors that the beds. and equipments were to 

me the property of the Hospital Board, but in 
addition all the special. gifts had likewise been 
presented. The Committees were glad to close their 
accounts with a balance in hand, to be applied tw 
come gift as upon. 

Mr. EB. L. Phillips, Hon. Trasvurer, submitted a 
statement of the accounts, showing a credit balance 
of £15 7/7, which it was proposed should be 
devoted to hospital werk.

WHERE THE GREATEST DANGER 
LIES. 


The Correspondent of the Associated Press in 
Vienua, says a Press Association war special 
from New York, telegraphs an account of an 
interview which he hed at Proskurev, ‘in the 
Russian Ukraine, with General Petlura, the 
military and civil head of the Ukraine Republic. 
In the course of the conversation General Pet- 
tura said-—“ The Allies will be in the position 
of Pontius Pilate washing bis hands if they do 
not come to our resewe.” 

The correspondent reached [Troskurov late 
one cold afternoon, and pushed his way about 
the railway station among the Cossacks in their 
coloured caps until he found General Petlura’s 
train, in which the General had been living 
since the loss of Kieff in February. General 
Petlura sent word that he would see the Cor- 
respondent immediately, so thar the latter was 
ushered into the Generel’s personal car, one- 
third of which was taken up with a smoking- 
room, one of the remnants of the fine railway 
equipment enjoyed by the Ukraine before the 
war. General Peilura entered with a quick step, 
and cordially stretched out his hand. He ix a 
middle-sised, slender man, aged 39, with beard- 
less face, strongly cast features, high forehead, 
brown hair, and blue eyes.

Without the Antente's help we may be forced 
te make unfortunate compromises with the 
Rolsbeviks. Our misfortune has been that we 
were forced to fight Imperial Russia, and also 
‘the Bolaheviks. Now we are cut of in such a 
fashion that we ere isolated from the nee, 
which obliged us to deal diplomatically through 
Odessa :

He was a benefactor of the Divinity 
Sphool, and many a student who knew him 
not in the flesh will think of him with 
gratitude as the donor of the “ First Fifty

For half a century Mr. Hyndman has 
been a well-known and prolific Socialist 
writer, and for the same period of time he 
has been an unspairing critic of the 
British rule in India, and an ardent ad- 
vocate af Home Rule for India. Hence we 
expected to find in this new volume bitter 
criticism of European policy in Asia, and 
wo have not been disappointed. Bitter 
and slashing criticism is here in plenty, 
both of British policy in India and China 
and of the attitude of Europe in general 
towards Asia; but we have in vain looked 
for an impartial statement of the whole 
Eastern problem. Mr. Hyndman’s preju- 
dice has betrayed him into making such 
sweeping and exaggerated statements as 
the following :-—* Asia owes to Europe 
little or nothing. At most, white men are 
teaching her improved methods of slaugh- 
ter, a providing her with more perfect 
appliances. for creating and distributing 1n- 
creased wealth for the few.” Again: 
“All that is great and admirable in India 
was created during the period when she 
was an independent Empire.’ These are 
serious blemishes in a work that contains 
many just criticisms of our Eastern policy, 
and they destroy the claim the book might 
otherwise have had to being a valuable 
contribution to a very important con- 
troversy. 

There is another serious fault in Mr. 
Hyndman’'s book, and that is the absence 
of a bibliography. In any work of this 
kind it is of the utmost importance that 
there shall be a good bibliography by 
means of which all references in the text 
may be duly authenticated and their value 
estimated by that of the source whence 
they have been taken. We cannot esti- 
mate the value of statements attributed to 
“@ Catholic European,” “an English offi- 
cial in India,” or “one of the shrewdest 
English observers who ever passed many 
years in the East,’’ unless we are told who 
these persons were, and the particular cir- 
cumstances in which they made the various 
statements attributed to them.

he had beep living with Mra. Pallin as her hna- 
banc Hie was stationed in Derry at the time, 
and always made the arrangements about booking 
rooms Tor himeelf and the respondent.

She came to 
the hotel where he was staying, being accompanied 
by her sister, and the meeting was of a rather 
painful character. She rejected his embraces: she 
admitted that Piercy had cote hefween them, bet 
she assured her husband that there had been no 
misconduct. But it would he established that from 
the 16th of the previons August up to that date 
(October Sist) she had been living continuously 
with the respondent as man and wife. She asked 
him on that oceasion to let her go, and he said 
1% was impossible, He asked her to return to 
Ireland, bet she woald not give any definite raply. 
They decided to return together, the husband the 
wife, and the latter's mother and sister. On the 
journey to Ireland Mrs. Pallin—having previonsly 
ent a wire to Cantain Piercy, and knowing that 
he would be waiting for her at Kinestown Pier. 
announced that if anybody made a scene. or said 
anything offensive to the respondent. she would not 
go back again to her huehand. That accounted for 
Captain Pallin’s restraint on the occamon They 
arrived at Kingstown on November Ist, and Whe 
moment they stepped on shore the wife harried off 
by. hereelf along the landing-stage. and Captain 
Piercy was there The wife spoke fo him. and then 
she came back to her hnahand and said: “Tt is 
nó use; Í can't stay with vou.” Meeting Captain 
Piercy, the petitioner said to him “ You are a 
low down sort of blackmuard.” and Captain Pierey 
said: “I know IT am.” Captain Pallin appealed 
to his sense of honour, and Piercy pwromised not te

Later, however, he wrote her a blackguardly letter 
betaase he suggested in it a means of smucgiing 
letters—he used the word smuggling Tt was the 
letter of a diabolical tempter: not the letter of a. 

Subsequently in 
a trunk which came to her from Derry the peti 
tioner found a bill from the Melville Hotel, showing 
that she had stayed there with Captain Piercy for 
several days. Counsel described the wife's letters 
as abandoned. painfully silly, and hyeterical, and 
said they were untruthful in so far as they con- 
tained any suggestion that Captain Pallin had 
undertaken to factlitate her in going away with 
Captain Piercy.
